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Hardly a year has passed since the Canadian Pacific, the 
biggest transportation system on this continent, with 12,000 mites 
of congested steel in operation, started preliminery work on its 


new supplementary Pactfic Operating Terminals at Coquitlam. 


Becoming a Cit 


Already, however, a vast change ‘has been affected there. The 
population has increased from 200 or 300 to. 1500 or more, and it 
is growing fast all the time. 


The first unit ot twelve stalls is nearly finished on the big 48 
stall round house, and it is reported that ter:ders will be called for 
at once for the tirst of the irnmense car shops. 


Twenty Seven Milcs of Terminal Tracks 


has been completed, and the C.P.R. activities altogeth- 
er tend to show that their projects at Coquitlam will 
be fully as large or more so than we at first antici- 
pated.
